It was not enough for them merely to say 
that a milftary necessity existed. If the 
rule of law was to be restored in this country, 
it was obligatory upon those in high authority 
to canform to letter of the law. He sub- 
mitted that there could be no reasonable 
excuse given for the detention of these 8, 
and that the army set up by the Provi- 
sional Government was not legally established, 
The only pewer conferred on the Government 
under the Treaty was the establishment of an 
army for home defence in proportion to the 
population’ of the country by Act of Parlia- 
ment. They had the power to raise an army, 
but only by an Act of Parliament, and no Act 
for the peryone had been passed; and he sub- 
mitted that an army which bad not been 
legally established was not entitled to the 
protection which the King’s army was ep- 
titled to while operating in the field. 

Mr. Kennedy, K.C., replying, said that if 
there was an armed rebellion it was against a 
Government which had been established and 
duly constituted, It was not only a Govern- 
ment de facto, but in every.respect a Govern- 
ment de jure. Tt was legnlly charged with the 
administration of the country. [It was met 
with resistance, and it was its duty to 
form an army to prevent that. Having found 
an organi militsry foree to its hand and 
} supporting its authority, it waa right to use 
that. He need not argue the position of the 
constitutional question. The Parliament had 
not found it necessary to legislate, but it 
sanctioned what had been done in support of 
ite authority. Such a Government de jure had 
the right to repel force with force, and it-was 
the duty of every citizen to assist and sapport 
the Government.

CRUELTY TO CHILDREN. 
sialic 
PREVENTIVE WORK- IN 
DUBLIN. 3 


Sir John: Moore, F.R.C.S.I, D.L., presided 
at the thirty-second annual meeting of the 
Dublin and District. Brarich of the National 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, which was held at 35 Dawson street 
last evening. : 

The Chairman said that the sole object of 
the Society was to see that every child in the 
land would enjoy an endurable life, He re- 
ferred to the founding of the Society in 1884, 
and described ite gradual development. He 
paid a tribute to the mic accomplished by 
the Dublin and District Branch. 

The annual report showed that during the 
year 860 complaints were investigated. Of 
these 831 were found to be ‘‘true,’’ affecting 
the welfare of 2,034 children. Of the 1,020 
ofienders. against these children 565 were men 
and 455 were women. 

The bare statement that 7,453 supervision 
visits were paid during the year gave a very 
inadequate idea of the work covered by the 
Society's inspectors, and though the low per- 
centage of prosecutions told its own tale some 
imagination was required to realise the daily 
reventive work that had brought about so 
bai a result, and had been the means of 
saving so many children and homes from 
disaster. 

Dr. M. F. Cox, President of the Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians, in proposing the adoption, 
said that it was necessary to realise the 
nature of the great work accomplished to 
fully understand the Committee's report. 
Those of them who admired in the streets 
those children who looked so happy and well 
could scarcely imagine the amount of 
inflicted by parents’ neglect. The Society was 
certainly worthy of every support. 

Mr. P. J. Brady, President of the Incor- 
porated Law Society, in seconding the resolu- 
tion, said that he an opportunity of rea- 
ge that the Society was doing for suffer- 
mg humanity.

Last night there was a largely-attended 
meeting of unemployed women at the 
Mansion House, Dublin. 

Miss H. 8. Chenevix, who presided, stated 
that the Irish Women Workers’ Union had 
sent a memorandum to the Provisional Go- 
vernment on the question of unemployment, 
stating that there was a large number of 
women and girls drawing unemployment 
benefit over long periods. There was a de- 
ficit of over £600,000 on the unemployment 
fund,’ and they suggested that the Govern- 
ment should meet the problem by the de- 
velopment of home industries, rather than 


Í by accumulating a debt for unemployment 


doles, and submitted proposals in regard to 
employment for women in the sugar, confec- 
tionery, hosiery, woollen rugs and mats, and 
the religious books industries. 


UNION’S RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Miss Bennett proposed :—'' That this meet- 
ing calls on the Provisional Government tu 
take immediate steps towards carrying out 
the recommendations made by the Irish 
Women Workers’ Union ig regard to employ- 
ment for women, and to give a guarantee 
that no Government contracts will be given 
outside Ireland until they have made use of 
every available source of supply in Ireland.” 

The most potent cause of unemployment in 
Ireland, she said, was the state of civil war- 
fare that existed, and the Women Workers’ 
Union had sent out an appeal to both sides, 
in the interests of the women and people of 
Ireland, to cease that warfare. They were 
well aware that until that did cease they 
could not tackle that problem to any great 
extent. They could, however, apply remedial 
methods. They could secure the employment 
of a much greater number of women than 
were employed at present. It was the busi- 
ness and duty of the Provisional Government, 
which had a, Ministry of Labour and Com- 
merce, to frame a programme to meet un- 
employment in the future, 

It was a scandalous thing that a discussion 
in thé Dail should reveal that there was no 
such programme. The Irish Women Workers’ 
Union had sent forward a memorandum, and 
asked to have a deputation received in regard 
fo it. The memorandum was acknowledged, 
but no arrangement. was made for the receiv- 
ing of a deputation. They were determined 
to press for a discussion of the memorandw'n. 
Unemployment doles were largely an extra. 
vagance. It would be very much more profit- 
able for the Government to be spending 
money in devioping industry than paying out 
unemployment doles. She mentioned the 
case of the hosiery and sweet industries that 


might be taken up, and said that 
the workers themselves should take a 
hand in running the industries in 


order to secure the prosperous Ireland and 
the sort of Ireland that they wanted. They 
were too reluctant to do things for them- 
selves, and too much dependent on Govern- 
ment effort. They era see to it, that the 
Government sent no contracts abroad, while 


| the country’s own factories were not running 


full time. 
VARYING REASONS, 


Mrs. Buckley, in seconding, said that 
different people in different places gave 
different reasons for unemployment. It was 
the fashion at the present time to put all the 
blame for the dearth of work on one section 
ot the people; but they knew that, before 
ever war—civil or otherwise—was waged in 
Ireland—unemployment, with all its hard- 
ships and miseries, was a constant visitor 
amongst them. She admitted that a great 
deal of the unemployment was a legac uin 
the late European war. That knew that, in 
order to win that war, England lavished 
money which she never had. The result was 
that prices went up, and had not come down 
to any appreciable extent. The only thing 
that people had any inclination to reduce was 


wages. 

She did not deny that the state of the 
country. was responsible for some of the un- 
employment, but unemployment and conse 
uent unrest were responsible in a way for 

e gate of the country. If all the money 
that was spent on war and on the Army was 
spent in housing, for instance, the people 
would all be housed as Christians. The Go- 
vernment should give all their contracts in 
Ireland while there was unemployment in 
existence, 


HOME SUPPORT. 


Miss O’Connor referred to the apathy of 
the public in purchasing Irish-made goods. 
If the le did hot support Irish industries 
they could not expect the State to remedy 
the present unemployment. She stated that 
some of the material for the manufacture of 
uniforms was imported from Germany. She 
only wished that there was no Army in the 
country to clothe; but, since there was, the 
money should be spent in Ireland. 

The resolution od nr yam monieenyy: 

Mr. Mcintyre ~—‘* That the meet- 
ing call on the Bass of Ireland to alleviate 
the problem of unemployment (a) by giving 
preference to Irish products ; (b) by stimulat- 
ing and supporting co-operative and guild 
enterprise.”’ 

The Provisiona] Government, he said, had 
left themselves open to severe criticism with 
regard to industrial Ireland. It was absolutely 
appalling to have to protest in public meeting 

ainst the Government giving contracts 
abroad that might be executed here. He was 

posed to a subsidy for industry, and tmought 
thet suggestion should be deleted. For one 
thing, the Government had not the money to 
subsidise factories, and even if they had it 
would be a rather dangerous policy and open 
to difference of opinion. An inte!) gent choice 
at the counter of the shop would do more for 
industry; within six months than tariff and 
subsidy or anything else, He urged the buy- 
ing of Irish goods. What good was a political 
formula when: people could not live in Ireland 
and enjoy it? 

The resolution was adopted.
